RINCE Efterhafi Palatine , and thofe 
of the States of Hungary that have pre- 
ferv’d their Loyalty, are fent for hither 
by the Emperour, to affift at the Con- 
ferences held at this Court in Order 

to the reftoring the Tranquility of that King- 

dom, and efpecially to help to regulate certain Points 
preliminary to the general Diet defign’d to be con- 
ven'd in Hungary in a fhort Time. In the mean 
while ‘tis given our, that the Hungarian Nation 
fhall be pur into full Poffeffion of their antient Rights, 
and be govern’d by their own Laws and Conttitu- 
tions ; but ’ris doubted whether the Proteftants will 
be re-inftated in the free Exercife of their Religion, 
becaufe the Ecciefiafticks and the chief of the No- 
bility being Roman Catholicks will have great Sway 
in the Diet,the more becaule the leffer Nobility and 
the Towns are nor all of a Mind in the Mater of 

Religion. The Anfwer of Count Wratiflaw to the 
Memorial cf Baron Stralenheim , is not finifh’d 
yet; butafter the Holidays it will not only be fent 
to that Swedifh Minifter, bur referr’d likewife to 
the Queen of great Britain and the States of the 
united Provinces of the Netherlands : And ’tis hop’d, 
that if the King of Sweden will not be fatisfied with 
the fair Execution of the Treaty of Alt-Ranftad, 
thofe two Potentates, who are Guarantees of that 
Treaty, will ufe their good Offices to prevail with 
him to be eafie and quiet. Since the Court of Rome 
protefted againft the Refticution of the Churches in 
Silefia, they have been filent; mor dare the Eccle- 
fiafticks hefe inveigh againft i. Count Guido Sta- 
remberg baying at length after much ado been pre- 
vail’d upon to accept the Command of the King of 
Spain’s froops, is getting his Equipage ready with 
all Expedition, in Order to be going thither by the 
End of February ; but ’tis talk’d he defigns firft to 
fee Holland and England. The Hungarian Male- 
contents, who fhew themfelves willing to appear at 
a general Dier, do among’ other Preliminaries infift 
that the Cardinal of Saxe-Zeyts, who firft propos'd 
the holding {uch a Diet, may as Primate of Hunga- 
ry refide in it till “tis ended, that it may not by 
any artful Practices of others be unfeafonably dif- 
folv'd. ’Tis apprehended, rhat the Points of greateft 
Difficulty to fetrle, are, the Reftoring of the ex- 
pell’d Jefuirs, Freedom of Religion to the Prote- 
ftants, and the Pardon of Prince Ragotski : But the 
faid Cardinal having gain'd Credit among feveral cf 
the principal Mzlecontents, we promife our felves 
this Expedient of a general Diet will have a happy 
{ffue. Count Gallas is on his Departure for Holland 
and England, to prefs the fending of a Squadron of 
Men of Warto Catalonia. The raifing of Recruits 
for the Emperour’s Regiments is carry’d-on with 
more than ordinary Diligence; and we hear that 
thofe which are to compleat the Regiments of Guido 


_ Staremberg, Herberftein, Bagai and Regal, are al- 


ready coming from Praag, to be fent to thofe 
Corps.

Vienna, Jan. 4. The Empcrour has helda 2d Ca- 
binet Council on the Affiirs of Spain. "Tis now faid, 
that the Baggage of the Princefs of Wolfembutcel 
Bride of King Charles, will be fent forward the 28th 
of this Month, and that Ske herfelf will follow the 
15th of Febiuary. The Bilhop of Ofnabruzg, who 
*twas thought would have accompany’d this Prin- 
cefs, is nominated to go to Lisbon with the Arch- 
Dutchefs Maria Anna, whois tobe Marry’d to the 
King of Portugal; and therefore Duke Maxi- 
milian of Brunfwick is defir’d to conduct the Bride 
of King Charles to Catalonia.’ He wiil be allow'’d 
2000 Florins a Month befides all his Charges. There 
has been a Quarrel between the Counts Fobor and 
Zzicky, occation’d by a Difpute touching the State 
of Affairs in Hungary 5 and they are both put under 
Arreft. Interceffion having been made to the Em- 
perour for the former by fome Perfons, his Impe- 
tial Majefty reprimanded them, refufing to hear 
any thing in his behalf.

Vienna, Fan. 7. The Writs for fummoning the 4 
States of Hungary to meet in a general Diet the 
beginning of March, are making out ; and the Car- 
dinsl of Saxe-Zeyts is to continue at Presbourg, 
and endeavour to difpofe the Hungarians to come 
to thar Dier with moderate and peaceful Intentions : 
In the mean time Prince Paul Efterhafi Palatine of 
Hungary, Count Palfi Ban of Croatia, and {ome o- 
ther Perfons of Diftinction are to confult together 
and fettle necefflary Preliminaries here, that this 
good Work may meet with no Obftacle. How- 
ever, Care is taken for compleating the Im- 
perial Regiments in Hungary, a Refolution being 
taken to quell the Infurrection in that Kingdom by 
Force of Arms, if the Expedient of a Diet prove 
ineffectual. The Minifters of Great Britain and 
Holland, have for 3 Weeks been folliciting this 
Court to deliver to them their Scheme for carrying 
on the War on their Part the enfuing Campaign ; 
but this Court have been fo taken up with the Af- 
fairs of Silefia, and the Swedes keep them in fuch 
Uneafinefs and Perplexity on Account of the Strate 
of Affairs in that Principality and the other Imperial 
hereditary Countries, that they have delay’d giving 
the Scheme defir’d of them; but now they will do 
it out of Hand. Count Staremberg has laid down 
the Command ir chief of the Troops in Hungary, to 
take on him that offer’d to Prince Eugene in Cata- 
lonia: And it’s faid General Rabutin is to command 
elfewhere than in Tranfilvania.

Breflau, Jan. 17. The Proteftant Churches and 
Church-Revenues in the 3 chief Durchies of this 
Country, are all reftor’d ; and to Morrow the like 
willbegin to be done in the Dutchy of Munfterberg, 
which laft was flivp'd into the Treaty of Alt-Ran- 
ftad, though it be not included in the Treaty of 
Weftphalia. There are ftill fome general Points in 
Difpute, which may afford Matter enough for Wran- 
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giing ; but the Court of Viennz have refolv'd 
not to fubmit co aay Explication or Excention of 
the Treaty of Weftpaslia, becaufe all the Parties to 
thar Treaty ae as much concern’d as they in 
fuch ixplicstion.
